"This Is a project very near 
and dear to me because we

have benefited from some­ 
thing similar to it," she said. 
When Major Weiss was sta­ 
tioned near a small farm com­ 
munity tn England, the tradi­ 
tional seder foods were not 
available locally. We knew the 
holidays were approaching, 
but there was nothing we could 
do about it. Then to my sur­ 
prise, the Catholic chaplain on 
the. base came to our assis­ 
tance. By contacting the Jew­ 
ish Welfare Board in the United 
States, the priest was able to 
obtain the necessary items for 
the Weiss family and for other 
Jewish families on the base.

Checks payable to the B'nal 
B'rith Women can be sent to 
Mrs. Weiss, by Feb. 1 to assure 
delivery of the solo seders in 
time for Passover.

The packages will be sent 
to every place where Ameri­ 
can military personnel are 
stationed and they'll even be 
dropped by parachute In the
